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Woman bilked of $2,000 


Warn con artists in city 


The Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department has issued a warning to 
Romulus residents to be on their 
guard against a con scheme that 
recently resulted in the robbery of 
$2,000 from one elderly local 
resident and a potential larceny 
against another. 

In a strongly-worded statement, 
issued by the community affairs 
office, the sheriff’s department 
warned that, “Under no cir- 
cumstances admit anyone to your 
home unless properly identified, 
sign any agreement or make cash 
payments for promised services. ’’ 

According to sheriffs deputies, 
the scheme pulled on one un- 


suspecting 85-year-old woman in 
volved two “dark-complexioned 
male Caucasians, approximately 40 
years of age, cleanly dressed,’’ who 
appeared in a truck and claimed to 
be city water inspectors. 

After some conversation, one man 
asked the woman for change, which 
revealed the location of a cigar box 
containing approximately $2,000. 

After change was given, the 
second man distracted the woman 
while his partner took the box and 
left by another entrance, police said 

When the woman returned to her 
bedroom, the box containing her 
savings was gone and so were the 
two men 


Police cautioned that there are 
many variations to this ripoff. The 
con a rtist . maleor female, may feint 
sickness, ask for water, seek 
directions or ask to do odd jobs, such 
as repairing driveways, etc. 
However, the basic con remains the 
same: they gain entrance, locate 
money or valuables, distract the 
victim and then disappear, police 
explained 

According to Jay Young, public 
information officer for the city, all 
city inspectors carry identification 
badges, usually displayed on the 
outside of clothing for easy iden- 
tification, and drive city vehicles 
clearly marked with the city name 
or emblem

Sewer bills to rise for few 


Sewage disposal rates for a few 
residents in the north end of 
Romulus may be increased by June 
1, 1979, according to City Clerk 
Leonard J. Folmar. 

He said the city of Romulus 
recently received word from the 
Rouge Valley Disposal System that 
it was boosting its charges for 
sewage disposal. 

Currently, he explained, the city’s 
finance department is studying the 
increase to determine what impact 
it will have on residents living in the 


affected area. 

At last week’s city council 
session, Folmar forwarded the 
information on the sewage disposal 
rate hike to council members. He 
added that the move was strictly 
routine and was made for the 
convenience of council members as 
city council plays no part in 
whether the sewage disposal rate 
goes up or not. 

Folmar said that, by city or- 
dinance, such rate boosts are 


automatically passed on to 
customers. 

After the finance commission 
makes its determination, a legal 
notice will be published in the local 
newspaper as required by law and 
the new rate, whatever it is, will go 
into effect June 1, 1979, the clerk 
said 

Presently, residents in the north 
end of the city being served by the 
Rouge Valley Disposal System pay 
$5. 15 per 1 ,000 cubic feet of water for 
sewage disposal. Folmar said.

A sheriff’s department spokesman 
said many of the victims are afraid 
to report incidents for fear of 
reprisals, but assured them their 
names will remain strictly con- 
fidential. He also cautioned that the 
elderly or those living along are 
prime candidates for the ripoff. 

Anyone observing suspicious 
behavior or strange vehicles 
lingering in a neighborhood are 
urged to call the sheriff’s depart- 
ment at 721-2222. 

VB five 
are freed; 
to appeal 

Eight days after being lodged in 
the Wayne County Jail, four 
members of the Van Buren Town- 
ship Board were freed by the same 
judge who incarcerated them. A 
fifth trustee, who remains in the 
Wayne County General Hospital 
under observation for a heart 
condition, also was released. 

In Lansing at the state Capitol, 
new legislation is expected to be 
introduced soon that would grant 
immunity from jailing to elected 
public officials in cases where the 
courts order them to approve 
specific action. 

Sen. William Faust (D- Westland) 
Monday told the Enterprise that he 
has requested the Leg'slative 
Services Bureau to draft such a bill. 
He said he expects to introduce the 
bill on the Senate floor in two to 
three weeks. 

Those close to the case believe 
that Circuit Judge Charles Kaufman 
was beginning to feel the pressure of 
newspaper editorials and numerous 
telephone calls to his office since he 
ordered the seven-member board 
jailed March 2. 

In any event, a week to the day 
after their incarceration. Judge 
Kaufman, following several 
telephone calls and a court session 
with attorneys for the township and 
plaintiffs ordered the four 
remaining trustees released from 
jail Friday. 

According to Sup. Pat Cullin, who 
along with her four colleagues 
remained steadfast in her refusal to 
sign an agreement for a sewer 
hookup for a proposed mobile home 
park, their release came about after 
a clarification in communication 
between the board and the judge. 

When the board’s attorneys made 
it clear to Judge Kaufman that they 
would abide by the decision of the 
higher courts, after exhausting all 
legal means at its disposal, he had 
them freed. 

Judge Kaufman had jailed the 
board on two occasions — March 2 
and last Dec. 28 — on a contempt of 
court charge for refusing to obey his 
order to allow the sewer hookup. 

Another condition that the 
township board will fulfill is to offer 
a resolution at a future regular 
meeting stating it will continue to be 
law-abiding and follow the final 
decision of the highest appelate 
court, including the state Supreme 
Court. 

The resolution, Cullin explained, 
would make the board’s agreement 
with Judge Kaufman a matter of 
official record. 

On Friday, township attorneys 
will file for a leave to appeal before 
the Michigan Court of Appeals 
asking whether or not Judge 
Kaufman was correct in ordering 
the township board to vote for a 
letter of consent from the mobile 
home park developers for the sewer 
connection to the neighboring Yp 
silanti sewage system 
Prior to and following the release 
of the five board trustees, stories in 
the major metropolitan daily 
newspapers and those carried by 
Detroit television stations were 
incorrect in stating the reason for 
release of the five trustees. 

Many stories reported the release 
came about after the five trustees 
agreed to sign a “permit’’ for the 
sewer connection But. as Cullin 
pointed out, that is an erroneous 
statement 

“A permit is different than an 
agreement. If the judge had ordered

Dial-a-ride buses 
will begin April 6

Mayor William M. Oakley, 
SEMTA representative and other 
elected officials will formally 
initiate Romulus’ first SEMTA 
(Southeast Michigan Transit 
Authority ) dial-a-ride bus service on 
Friday, April 6, 1979a 1 10 a m. at the 
Romulus City Hall, by driving a new 
mini-bus through a banner 
proclaiming the occasion. 

The dial-a-ride service, called 
ETS or Essential Trans- 
portation Service by SEMTA of- 
ficials, is scheduled to begin county - 
wide on April 1, 1979. ETS is a small 
bus service designed to primarily 
serve eldery and handicapped 
residents. 

It will be the fifth such program 
initiated by SEMTA, with similar 
ones already in operation in 
Livingston. Macomb, Oakland and 
Monroe counties. 

Ten new buses, together with 11 
buses currently in use in Wayne 
County, will be used to develop the 
first phase of Wayne County’s ETS. 


When fully implemented, the system 
will have 74 vehicles. 

Fares will start at 50 cents for 
elderly persons, age 65 and over, and 
handicapped passengers. However, 
qualified residents can receive a 50 
percent reduction in the base fare by 
obtaining a SEMTA identification 
card for $1. Applications are 
available at the Romulus Public 
Information Office or by calling 962- 
9800, extension 239. 

The base fare will allow a person 
to travel anywhere within Romulus, 
as well as up to 12 miles outside the 
city, in some instances. Each ad- 
ditional zone travelled thereafter 
will cost an additional 15 cents per 
zone. 

The base fare also includes free 
transfers to all regular SEMTA bus 
routes throughout the metropolitan 

area.

Matching grants help

Action taken last week by the 
Romulus City Pound 1 paves the way 
for recreational improvements at 
two city parks. 

Council unanimously approved a 
request from Pat Hogan, com- 
munity development director, to go 
ahead with plans to install four 
handball courts at Elmer Johnson 
Park w itha grant from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR). 

Hogan said half of the $29,000 total 
cost of the handball court con- 
struction program will be borne by 
the DNR and half by the city of 
Romulus 

He said the a |pli cation for the 
matching 50-50 grant was made last 
fall and recently approved The city 
will now prepare specifications and 
let bids for the project, he said 

“Hopefully, construction on the 
handball courts will start in early 
summer, with completion expected 


by middle to late summer,” Hogan 
explained. 

In other action, council 
unanimously okayed a request from 
Hogan to apply to the DNR for a 
matching 50-50 grant to build two 
lighted tennis courts, a basketball 
court and a fence at Park No. I, 
Henry Ruff and Beverly roads. 

Hogan said the total cost of the 
program would be $70,000, with the 
city again paying half and the other 
half being paid by the federal grant 
obtained through the DNR. 

“The fencing would be put up on 
the northern boundary of Park No. 1 
in an effort to curb vandalism in the 
park,’’ Hogan said. 

Both projects are steps in a con- 
tinuing program by the city of 
Romulus to update and improve 
recreational facilities at public 
parks Last year, baseball diamonds 
and an archery range were added to

Reye's Syndrome 
claims youth, 12 


Two weeks ago. 12 -year-old 
Westlandcr Paul Delaney was home 
from school, recovering from the 
last touches of the flu. He was eating 
good, had stopped vomiting, didn’t 
seem to have a temperature. 

His dad, Russ Delaney, had his 
hands full. His father had become 
seriously ill and had to be 
hospitalized, and his wife also was in 
the hospital, being treated for a 
collapsed lung. 

Luckily, though. Paul s bout with 
the flu seemed about over 
That was many long and agonizing 

days ago. 

That was when Paul fell victim to 
the mysterious Reye’s Syndrome. 

By March 6. the electro- 
encephalogram (EEG) that 
recorded the youngster’s brain 
waves was flat; the child was 
clinically dead according to his 
father and the hospital. March 7, 
the kidneys and eyes of the 
youngster w'ere to be taken from his 
body, which was kept functioning by 
a respirator to keep the organs 
viable. 

And Russ Delaney and his wife 
and three other children are left 
wondering what happened, and w r hy. 

They don’t know, and the doctors 
don’t know any specific cause or 
cure for Reye’s Syndrome, the lethal 
children’s disease that results in 
death in 30 percent of the cases. The 
disease usually strikes after a viral 
illness, such as the flu or chicken 
pox. 

It strikes suddenly, advancing 
through the five stages to death 
unless it can be arrested by hospital 
treatment. 

Paul had been treated at 
Children s Hospital in Detroit, the 
Reye’s Syndrome Study Center in 
the area, headed by the chief of the 
Intensive Care Unit, Dr. Edgardo 
Arcinue. Delaney said the doctor 
had been working round the clock to 
save his son and other children, 
stricken with the disease. Arcinue 
has done extensive work trying to 
educate the public about the lethal 
disease. 

Delaney described the events of 
the last 10 days of his son’s life. He 
wants the public to know about the 
disease. He wants the cure found, 
because he doesn't want to see other 
children suffer, too. 

The Westland man was at work 
Feb. 26, when he got a call that his 
father was sick He headed home 
and took his dad to the hospital, 
where he still is seriously ill. 

Paul had been home from 
Hamilton Elementary School, in 
Westland, recovering from the flu, 
and when Delaney got home, he 
checked on his son, then went into 
another room to call his wife, who 
was in a different hospital. 

Paul had said he felt fine, Delaney 
recalled. 

But Delaney began to hear his son 


“raising a fuss” from the back 
bedroom He went back, and said his 
son “looked mad at me,” but 
wouldn’t talk The man left the room 
to finish talking to his wife on the 
phone

Frederick J. Barten, director of 
planning services-programs for the 
PCHA. said that theobjectives of the 
committee would be identified by 
June and that estimated time 
framesfor program implementation 
would be completed in an additional 
month’s time. 

There currently are 18 sub-

Delaney recalled the agony 
of sitting in the waiting room with 
other parents of children stricken 
with the disease. He spoke of the 
“damned frustration you feel 
w atching those little guys go through 
it.”

According to Delaney, his son 
apparently was at the worse stage of 
the disease, Stage 5, the next day, 
then suddenly seemed to be 
recovering. 

But then Paul’s condition * 
deteriorated again, and he never 
recovered. 

Delaney wants people to know 
about the disease, to demand 
government funds for finding a cure, 
to support the research. 


(4) Since children tend to immitate adults, avoid 
taking medication in their presence. Always refer to 
medicines by their proper names. Do not refer to 
them as candy. Exercise particular caution when 
storing pills which resemble candy is shape, color 
or taste. 




(5) When taking medications at night, always 
turn on a light and read the label.

“We’ve got to get the word out to 
people about what is going on,” he 
said yesterday as he prepared to 
make his last trip to the hospital. 

Unfortunately, often it doesn’t do 
any good to know the symptoms, the 
disease strikes to fast and so ar- 
bitrarily. But parents are urged to 
closely watch children recovering 
from the flu. 


(7) Protect your eyes and skin when using in- 
secticides, weed killers, solvents and cleaning 
agents. Read and follow directions carefully. Be 
sure to wash thoroughly after each use of these 
products and promptly remove contaminated 
clothing. 


Symptoms listed by the hospital 
include extreme tiredness, per- 
sistent vomiting, dilated pupils, 
listlessness, and finally personality 
change and aggressive behavior, 
disorientation and convulsions. The 
symptoms will appear suddenly as 
the child is recovering from flu and 
seems to be better. 


If someone has swallowed a poisonous substance, 
stay calm. Seek immediate medical assistance by 
calling a physical or your local control center at St 
Mary’s Hospital in Livonia, 464-4444.

The child’s condition can worsen 
quickly, ending in death with three 
or four days. 

Cases occur most often during the 
winter months, and while cases are 
rare, their appearance this winter in 
Michigan has caused some alarm 
among parents and doctors. The 
cause of the disease is unknown. It 
affects the liver and brain and does 
not appear to be contagious. Paul’s 
liver will be removed and studied as 
part of the research into the disease. 

A fund also has been initiated by 
parents of stricken children to 
support the research program at 
Children’s Hospital to find the cause, 
cure, treatment and prevention of 
Reye’s Syndrome.

New law would stop 
elected official's jailing 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners plans to ask the 
Michigan State Legislature to pass a 
law prohibiting courts from using 
the threat of jail to compel members 
of legislative bodies to vote in line 
with court orders. 

The plea is contained in a 
resolution adopted by the county 
legislators in support of the Van 
Buren Township trustees who were 
jailed twice by Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Charles 
Kaufman for refusing to sign an 
agreement for a sewer hookup to a 
proposed mobile home development. 

Four of the township trustees were 
released Friday, March 9 pending 
an appeal of the judge’s order after 
spending a week in jail. A fifth 
trustee, who has a history of heart 
trouble, was a sheriff’s prisoner at 
Wayne County General Hospital 
after complaining of chest pains 
shortly after being jailed. He also 
will be released from jail. 

County Board Chairman Richard 
E. Manning said the Board of* 
Commissioners would go ahead with 
its resolution of support for the “Van 
Buren Five” at a March 15 board 
meeting because the resolution calls 
for state action to prevent such 
incidents in the future. 

The resolution was given tentative 
approval by a 15-2 vote of the 
commissioners who were meeting as 
the Ways and Means Committee the 
day before the trustees were 
released from jail. 

Written by Manning, the 
resolution charges there is a 
growing trend toward judges or- 
dering members of legislative 
bodies jailed for “voting their 
consciences” and describes the 
trend as “a new form of tyranny.” 

The resolution urges the State 
Legislature to pass a law to provide 
that “no court shall issue its order 
nor shall any sheriff or peace officer 
enforce any order of any court that 
seeks to compel any person acting in 
a legislative capacity to cast his 
vote either positively or negatively 
under threat of jail” 


The resolution also asked the state 
lawmakers to pass a special bill to 
reimburse the Van Buren trustees 
for their economic losses 1 'as well as 
for the indignities suffered” in being 
jailed. 

The resolution asked Gov. William 
G Milliken to issue an executive 
order freeing the five township of- 
ficials and nullifying the "unlawful” 
order from Judge Kaufman. It also 
asked the Circuit Court bench to 
“inquire into the propriety” of 
Kaufman’s actions 

The Board of Commissioners, 
prior to their release, also had given 
tentative approval to a resolution 
calling for transfer of the Van Buren 
trustees from the downtown jail to 
the township hall to enable them to 
conduct township business and be 
closer to families and friends. 

This resolution was sponsored by 
Commissioner R. William Joyner 
(D-Ply mouth) whose 27th District 
includes Van Buren Township. 
Joyner also co-sponsored the 
resolution calling for state action. 

Joyner’s resolution proposed that 
the county sheriff deputize the 
township police chief and transfer 
the trustees to his custody at the 
township hall. It pointed out that 
with the trustees in jail, the 20,000 
township residents were “without 
governmental leadership.” 

Kaufman originally jailed all 
seven township elected officials last 
December. They were released 
within 36 hours after the Court of 
Appeals ruled Kaufman had not 
followed proper procedure. The 
Court of Appeals ^upheld the second 
jailing Two trustees were released 
within hours after agreeing to sign 
the sewer agreement under protest. 

In refusing to sign the agreement, 
the township board charged that the 
hookup to the Ypsilanti Township 
sewage treatment plant would 
aggravate pollution of Belleville 
Lake, whilehookup to a more distant 
township sewer line, while more 
expensive, would avoid the pollution 
problem

Faust, Owen concerned 


Seek Judge Kaufman probe 


State Rep. Gary M. Owen (D- 
Ypsilanti) and State Sen. William 
Faust (D-Westland) have asked the 
Michigan Judicial Tenure Com- 
mission to review the conduct of a 
judge who jailed five members of 
the Van Buren Township Board. The 
review would determine the ad- 
visability of censure, suspension or 
removal of office of the sitting judge. 

Their announcement came last 
Wednesday, two days before the 
same judge released the five 
remaining trustees pending an 
appeal of his order, March 2. 

Wayne County Circuit Judge 
Charles Kaufman jailed the town- 
ship officials after they refused to 
implementa court-ordered approval 
of a sewer connection for a proposed 


mobile home park, calling the 
township officials "worse than 
criminals”. 

Earlier, in December, Kaufman 
jailed all seven of the township 
board members for 31 hours on the 
same contempt citation. He did this 
after ordering the township to zone 
the land. 

“Judge Kaufman’s actions and 
statements, which at times sound 
almost irrational, raise serious 
questions about his propriety as a 
member of the judiciary,” Owen 
said. “There could have been a 
better approach to his differences 
with the township board, such as a 
writ of mandamus. His drastic 
action, controversial statements and 
excessive use of contempt power

us to sign a permit, we would have 
done so because that would not have 
required a vote of the township 
board. 

“However, in the case of an 
agreement, our interpretation is it 
required a vote by the board. This, in 
effect, meant that the judge was 
telling us how to vote and we do not 
believe he has the power or 
authority to do that,” she explained. 

Released along with Cullin were 
trustees Fred Domen, Tom Welty 
and Donna Hall. Jerry Maton is still 
a patient in the hospital where he 
was taken three days after being 
lodged in jail where he had com- 
plained of chest pains. Qerk Doreen 
Craven and Treasurer Dorothy York 
signed the agreement March 2 and 
were released. 

The township board’s good fortune 
in being released from jail came 
shortly after Dawn Phillips, a for- 
mer Van Buren Township attorney, 
was hired to assist Richard G. 
James, present township attorney. 

Cullin said she was hired by the 
five jailed members to help 
represent them in light of her 
background in working on the 
mobile home park case several 
years back. 

According to a source at township 
hall, it was Mrs Phillips who 
engineered the telephone and of- 
ficial meetings with Judge Kaufman 
that resulted in the board’s release. 

The case got off to a roaring start 
back in 1970 when the developers of 
die proposed mobile home park went 
to court and bypassed t he township’s 
normal channels and succeeded 
later in having Judge Kaufman 
rezone the 101 87 acres of 
agriculturally zoned land to 91 acres 
of R-T (mobile home) and 10 87 
acres as (C-l) commercial 


The many court hearings since 
then, with Judge Kaufman presiding 
at all sessions, culminated in his 
ordering the board to allow the 
sewer hookup. After the township 
board refused his order, he had them 
jailed Dec. 28, but all seven mem- 
bers were released by the Court of 
Appeals who granted them a stay 
after 31 hours behind bars. 

When the township board a second 
time voted not to allow the sewer 
connection. Judge Kaufman again 
had them jailed, not releasing them 
until they had tasted jail con- 
finement for a week. 

Although the board, through its 
attorney, tried to interject the 
dangers of further polluting 
Belleville Lake by the addition of 
some 450 mobile home park 
residents, the judge refused to allow 
what he called new evidence into the 
case at later hearings. 

The jailing of the township board 
caught the attention not only of 
newspapers and television and radio 
stations but was on the lips of the 
general public for days. The board’s 
first jailing was carried across the 
nation, making headlines in large 
cities and small communities alike 
Their second jailing made them 
even more famous across the 
breadth of the land 

A rally last week (Wednesday) in 
Belleville was attended by an 
estimated 1,100 persons who raised 
$400 on the spot for a legal defense 
fund and who symbolically "buried” 
the rights of the township with an 
effigy of Judge Kaufman looking on 

Not disregarding Judge Kauf- 
man’s comments in a newspaper 
story shortly after the five trustees 
were released from jail that his 
action was not prompted by any 
pressure he felt from almost every 
quarter, the fact remains that it was 
he who ordered them freed 


would seem to me to warrant a 
review of his conduct by the Tenure 
Commission”. 

Faust noted that the Michigan 
Supreme Court has ruled, in other 
cases involving judges, that failure 
to exercise restraint in the use of 
contempt power may reflect conduct 
unbecoming a judicial officer. He 
added that the Code of Judicial 
Conduct states that a judge should 
perform the duties of his-her office 
impartially and fairly, and that “the 
judge should be studious to avoid 
controversies which are apt to 
obscure the merits of the dispute. 
The questions as to whether Judge 
Kaufman has been fair and im- 
partial and whether he has used 
reasonable restraint in his contempt 
power in turn raise questions as to 


his capabilities to hold judicial of- 
fice,” Fause said. 

Owen added, “What Judge 
Kaufman has said and done have 
inflamed, rather than attempted to 
settle, a sensitive and complex 
issue. I am convinced # that the 
township board members were 
simply attempting to represent the 
interests of township residents. 
Whether right or wrong, they did not 
deserve to be jailed as criminals. A 
judge’s personal feelings should not 
enter into his judicial decisions. 
Senator Faust and I are asking for 
an immediate investigation by the 
Tenure Commission to determine 
whether Judge Kaufman acted 
rationally and responsibly and if 
official action should be taken 
against him.”

Any person disabled 
because of a work- 
related injury is entitled 
to retraining under 
Michigan’s Worker’s 
Disability Com- 
pensation Act. 

Section 319 of that Act 
stipulates that any 
person, disabled 
because of a work- 
related injury, who can 
no longer perform the 
work which they had 
previous experience or 
training to perform has 
a right to retraining. 

The disabled worker, 
the act states, “should 
be entitled to such 
vocational rehabilita- 
tion services, including 
retraining and job 
placement, as may be 
necessary to restore 
him to useful em- 
ployment 

The goal, of course, is 
to help disabled workers 
to return to useful 
employment and 
rewarding lives. . 

This act has been 
interpreted to mean that 
the disabled worker is 
entitled to therapy, 
prostheses and, if 
necessary*, housing to 
facilitate the retraining 
in situations such as 
those faced by in- 
dividuals who have lost 
the use of their limbs. 

The act provides for a 
maximum of 52 weeks 
retraining and 
associated care. In 
extreme cases, that 
period of retraining and 
care may be extended 
for another 52 weeks. 

Any disabled worker 
interested in qualifying 
for rehabilitation or 
retraining is urged to 
contact his or her 
employer or the 
Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion Division of the State 
Department of 
Education.

In order to reach the final round of 
debates, both teams had to compete 
in nine previous rounds— six 
preliminary and three 
elimination — during the three-day 
tournament that began Feb 6. More 
than 100 students from schools 
across the nation competed in the 
debates, which are sponsored by the 
Bicentennial Council of the 13 
Original States Fund Inc. (BCTOS) 
and the Virginia Independence 
Bicentennial Commission ( VIBC) 

The final round was held by 
candlelight in the reconstructed 
Capitol of colonial Williamsburg in a 
room similar to the one in which 
Patrick Henry and other great 
Americans once debated 

The four finalists received $500 
scholarships from the Bicentennial 
Council Fund. The Herbst team 
received for the year a rotating 
trophy donated by the Virginia 
District Exchange Clubs. 

Jeffrey Herbst also took first place 
in the speaker’s awards, by 
receiving a cumulative 328 points 
out of a possible 360 Speaker s 
points are awarded by the judges 
based upon the debater’s overall 
skills exhibited during each of the 
six preliminary rounds Miss 
Buchanan ranked second with 316 
points, and both Miss Herbst and 
Corder also were among the 15 
students receiving speaker’s 
awards

Can you 
survive? 

(This is the third in a series of 12-articles, 
entitled Can You Survive, containing survival 
tips from the U.S. Air Force Survival School at 
Fairchild Air Force Base, Wash.) 

It is 4 p.m. You are hunting in a remote 
mountainous area alone, and are approximately 
two hours from your camp. It is overcast and 
starting to rain; the temperature is in the 40s and 
apparently dropping. You do not have any 
protective rain gear with you and are clad only in 
boots, jeans and a pullover sweatshirt. 

WOULD YOU... 

A. Continue to hike out to your camp. 

B. Stop and make a temporary camp and 
spend the night until daylight the next day. 

C. Stop and evaluate the conditions and con- 
tinue on to your camp 

D. Stop and wait until the rain has stopped and 
then continue on to your camp. 

TO SURVIVE 

(B) would be the best action according to 
survival experts. If caught in an area with ap- 
proaching darkness and inclement weather, the 
outdoor enthusiast is wise to stop and spend the 
night rather than fight the elements. Extended 
exposure in the conditions noted can cause 
irreversible symptoms of hypothermia to set in 
and lead to incapacitation within a few hours or 
less. 

To continue to hike out (A), might be ac- 
ceptable, if the distance to camp could be 
covered in a few minutes instead of two hours 
with the weather conditions as indicated. 

(C) provides little aid since the result is the 
same as (A). 

(D) would be the most acceptable of the 
remaining alternatives provided enough 
daylight remained to negotiate and distance to 
your camp. (A Service of your local Air Force 
recruiter).

Appliance service contract: 
is it worthwhile expense?

Many consumers are asked to 
purchase a service contract when 
they buy an appliance. While this 
may be a worthwhile investment in 
some cases, it shouldn’t lx* pur- 
chased automatically. 

Service contracts often are con- 
fused with warranties, but they are 
actually very different. A warranty 
comes with the product at no extra 
cost For example, when a 
refrigerator is purchased, the 
merchant doesn’t add $10 to the bill 
of salefor the warranty — it’s free of 
charge But a service contract must 
be purchased separately from the 
product for an additional fee 
One advantage of having a service 
contract is security When an ap- 
pliance is covered by a service 
contract, it’s almost like having an 
insurance policy on that product 
For an annual fee, the product will 
be repaired if it breaks down This 
security is very important to some 
consumers 

But a sendee contract also can be 
anexpensiveinvestment The cost of 
the contract may be more than any 
actual repairs the product might 
need in its lifetime. For example, if 
a service contract costs $50 per year 
and the repair on the product comes 
to $5, the owner of the contract has 
spent $45 on nothing. 

To help decide whether a service 
contract is worth the cost, try to find 
out the average number of times per 
year an appliance should need 
repairs This information may be 


available from the manufacturer or 
from consumer magazines. These 
sources also may able to provide 
consumers with the average cost of 
a service call With these two 
figures, it’s possible to calculate 
whether a service contract is 
economical. 

Consumers should know- there are 
alternatives to service contracts To 
keep appliances in good working 
order, read the owner’s manual and 
keep up with maintenance 
suggestions. Many service calls 
could possibly be avoided by these 
preventive measures 

It’s also possible to set aside or 
budget money to take care of 
unexpected repairs around the 
home 


When purchasing a majer ap- 
pliance. consumers should make 
sure that the cost of a service con- 
tract is not automatically included 
in the bill Some merchants may 
presume all customers wish to have 
a service contract and include its 
cost on the bill without explaining 
that the extra fee is optional. 

This practice is illegal under 
Michigan’s Consumer Protection 
Act, which states all material facts 
about a sale must be revealed to the 
consumer. Consumers who think a 
business is hiding facts about a 
service contract or any other part of 
the sale should notify the Attorney 
General’s Consumer Protection 
Division, 525 W Ottawa. Lansing 
48933.

begins 


Wayne County’s Board of Com- 
missioners has reaffirmed its en- 
dorsement of a charter commission 
as the first step toward election of a 
county executive to administer the 
nation’s third-largest county. 

The county legislators voted 14-7 
to reaffirm their decision of two 
weeks earlier to endorse the concept 
of electing a charter commission to 
draw up a new county structure. 

With the second vote, the board 
majority rejected a motion by two 
commissioners that the earlier vote 
be reconsidered. 

The Board of Commissioners 
endorsed the charter commission 
concept Feb. 15, voting 20-1 for a 
resolution co-sponsored by Com- 
missioners Arthur M. Carter and 
Rose Mary C. Robinson, both Detroit 
Democrats. The action was taken in 
the wake of a proposal by Gov. 
Milliken that the state pay the 
charter commission election costs 
for the financially-strapped county. 

A yes vote by a majority of county 
voters would establish an elected 
charter commission to draft a 
proposed county charter for later 
submission to the voters in line with 
Public Act 293, the County Home 
Rule Act. A primary election for 
charter commission candidates 
would be held on the same ballot. 

Main feature of the charter would 
be an elected executive office, 
giving the county a single chief 
executive for the first time 
Executive powers now are diffused 
through various boards, com- 
missions and elective offices. 

The Board of Commissioners has 
put the charter commission proposal 
on the ballot twice since the County 
Home Rule Act was adopted in 1966. 
It was turned down both times. 

However, the proposal gained 
fresh support recently when Gov. 
Milliken endorsed the concept in his 
annual budget message and 
proposed that Act 293 be a mended to 
broaden support for the election of a 
charter commission. 

With his budget message, Milliken 
endorsed the state’s relieving the 
county of $5.7 million in annual court 
probation costs, but made his en- 


dorsement contingent on the county 
board’s support of county 
reorganization 

The Board of Commissioners 
reaffirmed its support of the home 
rule charter concept March 1. In 
doing so, the majority rejected a 
motion to reconsider, which had 
been filed by Commissioners Mary 
E. Dumas of Livonia and R. William 
Joyner, Democrat representing 
Plymouth, Canton, Wayne, 
Belleville, Van Buren, Sumpter and 
part of Northville Township. 

Dumas, Joyner and Commissioner 
Alex Pilch of Dearborn favor an 
alternative county executive 
proposal, available under Public Act 
139 of 1973and known as the Optional 
Form of County Government. 

Following the majority en- 
dorsement of the charter com- 
mission approach, the three 
dissidents launched a campaign to 
put the “optional form” county 
executive proposal on the 1980 
election ballot. They need to collect 
some 66,000 voters’ signatures and 
haveheld meetings in Plymouth and 
Livonia to enlist petition circulators. 
A Dearborn meeting is planned. 

The board majority accepted the 
Carter -Robinson arguments that the 
charter commission approach 
permits voter participation and the 
tailoring of reorganization to fit 
local conditions. Also considered 
was criticism to the effect that the 
alternative Act 139 has many flaws. 

Duman, Joyner and Pilch said 
they favor Act 139 because it is a 
quicker route to the needed county 
executive in that it would require 
only two elections — a primary and 
a final — compared with four 
elections for the charter approach. 

A Joyner resolution proposing that 
the Board of Commissioners put the 
Act 139 proposal on the 1980 primary 
election ballot died for lack of 
support in the board’s General 
Government Committee

How about your church having a 
picnic in March — complete with 
paper ants — after church? 

Too much work? 

Well then, let’s all go home after 
church 


For the first time a couple of 
weeks ago, I heard somebody speak 
in “tongues.”

After the committee reached a 
consensus of opinion on goals and 
objectives. Searcy worked during 
the 1977-78 school year to find 
businesses willing to employ the 
students. This was the most difficult 
task since most of the students, 
were under 16 and many employers 


were uncertain and felt too much 
supervision mav be needed 

This was not the only obstacle 
that delayed our program one 
year,” explained Searcy ‘‘We had 
to solve ways to get the students to 
the job sites and at the start of the 
1978-79 school year these problems 
were solved and we began the 
Alternative Program.” 

The Alternative Program has the 
students attend classes for 
language, math, science and social 
studies during the regular school 
day from 8am to noon Then the 
students attend an Alternative Work 
Incentive Program from 12:30 to 


2 30 p m from Monday through

Searcy is pleased with the

T would like to see in the future an 
educational program based on the 
individual learning needs of the 
students and to bolster the 
development of positive attitudes 
toward the learning process,” said 
Searcy, who is a strong student 
advocate. 

“Students have found a new way 
of combining book learning with in- 
the field services to enlighten their 
future success, and maintain the 
motivation needed to stay in

“He’s one of the hardest working 
faculty members that we’ve ever 
had He's interested i n the children’s 
welfare and we’re real proud to have 
him working with us,” Hammonds 
said. 

Searcy holds a bachelor of science 


degree in health and physical 
education and general science, with

He also has a master of art degree 
in guidance and counseling from

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W-W voters reject increase 


Wayne-Westland voters said no 
March 5 to more taxes to support the 
schools, defeating a proposed 3-mill 
tax increase by 142 votes. 

The final tally was 3,482 no votes to 
3,340 yes votes in the election that 
brought out about 17 percent of the 
registered voters in the Wayne- 
Westland Community Schools. 

But it’s almost a sure thing that 
residents haven’t seen the last of the 
millage request, especially since the 
margin of defeat was not large. 

However, even if the millage 
request is put back on the ballot in 
June, when there will be annual 
school elections, the district will be 
going ahead with program reduc- 
tions now. The $2 million that would 


have been generated by the three 
mills must be trimmed out of school 
programs. The district has been 
hard-pressed financially because of 
inflation and declining enrollment, 
and asked for the new millage 
simply to maintain existing 
programs. 

Superintendent Timothy J. Dyer 
spent March 6 in meetings with his 
staff and school principals, plotting 
the reductions and layoffs that were 
promised if the millage failed. 

He said he expects to have his 
proposals to the board by its March 
26 meeting. 

According to law, the district must 
issue layoff notices for the following 
school year to teachers at least 60

Mrs. Batterson has a bachelor’s 
degree in physical education, and at 
one time taught as a substitute 
teacher in the Wayne-Westland 
Community Schools. 

She is the mother of five children 
— Tracey, 18, a freshman at Central 
Michigan University ; Kelly, a senior 
at Wayne Memorial; Gretchen, a 
junior at Wayne Memorial; 
Catherine, 15; and Mary, 13; both 
students at Franklin Junior High. 

The new board member is em- 
ployed as a special service 
representative for Sandoz Phar- 
maceuticals, working primarily on 
hospital accounts and special 
training programs. 

She is the third member to be 
appointed to the 7-member school 
board in the past year. Besides Mrs. 
Batterson, Kenneth Marshall and 
Donald Rusnock were appointed, not 
elected, to the board.

The Question and Answer booklet 
published before the election 
promised 200 layoffs if the millage 
failed. Those layoffs will be done 
across the board, in all areas from 
administrators, to teachers, to 
support staff, Dyer said. And those 
layoffs will cause a ripple effect 
throughout the district as em- 
ployees, particularly teachers, 
"bump” into other jobs because of 
seniority. This will cause a 
significant change in staff make-up 
at the various schools, Dyer 
predicted. 

Other cutbacks that were 
predicted included reduction of the 
seconday school day by one hour, 
dropping of summer school and 
reduction of athletic programs, art, 
music and physical education 
programs. 

Dyer noted that cutbacks will be 
implemented only after the board 
approves them. He and his ad- 
ministrators will make cutback 
recommendations from which the 
board will choose. 

‘‘This was the only place where 
people could say no. They can’t say 
no in the grocery store, they can’t 
say no in the clothing store, or at the 
gas pump. But this was one place 
where they could say no and they 
did. A lot of the frustration probably 
had nothing to do with us (the 
schools).”

Rep. Perry Bullard (D- 
Ann Arbor), cites the 
bill as part of a 
legislative effort ,o keep 
business in Michigan 
and stem the tide of 
unemployment 
resulting from the 
shutdown of various 
businesses. 


“According to figures 
developed by UAW 
economists, more than 
200,000 jobs were lost in 
Michigan between 1967 
and 1973 due to plant 
closings. The situation 
hasn’t improved any 
since then,” Bullard 
said “In a good many 
cases, businesses close 
their plant facilities, not 
because they cannot 
make a profit, but for 
other reasons such as 
owner retirement, 
relocation in another 
state to maximize 
profits, or decisions to 
close down father than 
restructure production 
to comply with changes 
in government anit- 


pollution regulations.” 

“Clearly, in these 
situations it is in the 
best interest of the 
employees, the com- 
munity and the 
Michigan public to try to 
keep these industrial 
facilities in operation 
Hopefully, this bill 
would provide some 
incentive for them to do 
so,” Bullard said. “At 
the very least, it would 
reimburse in a small 
manner the state and 
local communities for 
monetary loss incurred 
when jobs and payrolls 
are cut off.” 

The legislation takes 
an old idea and updates 


it to fit current 
economic practices. It 
amends a statute that 
already requires 
repayment of loans and 
restoration of property 
which were given as an 
inducement for a 
company location 
decision. The bill adds 
tax credits and tax 
exemptions which are 
the modern form of 
business location in- 
centives to the coverage 
of the act. 

A bill previously in- 
troduced by Bullard 


would authorize the 
Michigan Department 
of Labor to assist em- 
ployees of “runaway 
plants” to set up em- 
ployee-owned cor- 
porations that could buy 
out and continue 
operating the 
businesses that are 
closing. 

It would establish a 
“Program of Assistance 
to Worker-Owned 
Corporations” within 
the Department of 
Labor, and mandate 
that two full-time staff

On July 7, 1978, the District Court of the District of Columbia entered a 
Stipulated Order providing that the definition of family income for purposes 
of computing maximum rentals for public housing, as contained in a HUD 
Circular, which excluded spouses from the $300 deduction for each depen- 
dent and excluded dependents from the $300 deduction for each secondary 
wage earner, was invalid and violated the United States Housing Act of 1937, 
as amended. The effect of this determination is that certain families who 
lived in public housing during the period from March 16, 1971, to September 
26, 1975, may have been charged too much rent. Therefore, the District Court 
ordered HUD to establish a one million dollar fund for the payment of claims 
which current or former tenants of public housing may submit for a refund 
of any overpayments.

In 1978, Internal Revenue Service 
was restrained by Congress from 
imposing stiff new rules that would 
have taxed most of the fringe 
benefits people receive from their 
employers 

But, while we can safely assume 
we will not be taxed on our free 
parking privileges in a company lot, 
at least not for 1978, there seem to be 
questions in the minds of many 
regardi ng t he tax t rea t men t of other 
non-salary remuneration 

When declaring taxable income, 
should you include gifts received, 
prize winnings, insurance proceeds, 
or tax refunds from earlier years? 

/How about employer -paid health 
and life insurance, pension benefits, 
thp summer- job earnings of your 
children? 

Those a re just a few' of the types of 
income that worry some taxpayers 
at filing time. 

Let’s take up employees’ fringe 
benefits first. The existing law t 
together with IRS policies, provide 
that the following “perks” go un- 
taxed: 

— Company-paid health in- 
surance; 

—..Company -pa id group-term life 
insurance up to $50,000; 

— Company provided meals and 
lodging, if on company’s premises 
and for company’s convenience.

Hypothermia 
can fell good 
swimmers 

Even expert swimmers run the risk of drowning if 
they fall into very cold water while they are boating 
or fishing in the early spring, according to Kevin 
Killeert, safety services director for the 
Southeastern Michigan Chapter of the Red Cross. 

“Many spring drowning deaths can be attributed 
to what the medical profession calls hypothermia, 
the numbing effect cold water has on the limbs and 
body,” Killeen explained. “However skilled the 
swimmer is, he or she can drown if the icy waters 
immobolize the arms and legs and make it im- 
possible to swim or get out of the water. 

Killeen suggests that early boat spring users and 
fishermen note these precautions: 

( l) If you suddenly find yourself in extremely cold 
water, do not try to remove your clothing. It will 
help retain some body heat by reducing the flow of 
water over your body. Clothing also can trap and 
hold air which will add to your natural bouyancy. 

If you plan on being out or on the water at this 
season, be sure to wear thermal underwear, a 
SCIIBA diver’s wet suit or other suitable clothing. 

(3) If you do find yourself in cold water, get out of 
it as soon as possible. Ordinarily, the Red Cross 
advises staying with a capsized boat, but in this 
case it would actually endanger your life. Swim to 
the nearest point of safety — the shore or another 
boat — with or at right angles to the current, using 
an armstroke with an underwater recovery. 

(4) Never go fishing or boating alone, and if 
possible, keep your boat with view of other boats so 
help is available in case of any accident. 

(5r) A victim taken from cold water should be 
brought into a warm room as soon as possible; wet 
or frozen clothing should be removed immediately. 
The victim should be rewarmed rapidly by being 
wrapped in a blanket or placed in a tub of WARM, 
not hot water. If the victim is conscious, give him or 
her hot liquids, excluding alcoholic beverages. 

(6) , Medical aid should be obtained as soon as 
possible.

Support urged for 
Federal Con Con 


Not much has changed in the 200 year history of these United 
States. 

In the beginning, our national leaders mistrusted the voice of 
the people and consquently wrote into the constitution, a provision 
for the electorial college. 

Today, our leaders are lamenting the possibility of a national 
constitutional convention called by the people who have elected 
them. Those leaders are now adopting rules which would give 
them veto power over any convention' action. 

It is apparent that today’s leaders share our founding father’s 
reluctance to rely on the collective wisdom of the people. Even 
though, on most occasions, the people have displayed far superior 
judgment than the leaders. 

At the heart of the thorny problem which our elected officials 
may soon face, is the drive by a Washington based group called, 
National Taxpayers Union (NTU). 

NTU hopes to spear-head a national call for a constitutional 
convention, with the goal of the eventual adoption of an am- 
mendment to require the federal government to balance its 
budget. 

It goes without saying that most of our elected officials, as well 
as the millions of others feeding at the public trough, would be 
more than just a little upset by the prospects of such an amend- 
ment. 

While talking of a balanced budget is a favorite political 
past time, no serious politician would be willing to vote on cutting 
his favorite special interest group’s appropriations anymore than 
he would be willing to cut his own wrists. But if NTU is successful, 
that may also happen. 

To date, 26 states have already passed resolutions calling for 
the convention, and similar resolutions have been introduced in 
every state except Michigan, Illinois, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, New York and Kentucky. 

For such a convention to be called, two-thirds of the states — 34 
— would have to request one. 

Several states in addition to the 26 who have already approved 
the convention call, have action pending on the question in one or 
both houses. 

The growing support for the calling of a constitutional con- 
vention that would force the federal government to balance the 
budget, is putting pressure on Congress to head-off any such 
unlimited citizen based move to amend the constitution. 

According to President Carter, the same Carter who promised 
lo cut government, “any such convention would be completely 
uncontrollable.” According to Senator Robert Bird, “a balanced 
budget requirement could endanger national security or deprive 
the government of flexibility for handling economic problems.” 

The only notable exception to the list of ranking officials who 
have expressed opposition at the convention is California’s 
Governor Jerry Brown. 

Among the plans proposed to head-off the convention call are 
several which limit government spending to a ratio of either gross 
national product or previous federal spending levels. 

So far, none deal with the real issue. 

Like the Michigan tax revolt of ‘78, the national move to limit 
government spending finds the same forces lined-up on either 
side of the issue. 

Government, its employees, and special interest, are firmly 
opposed to the convention while the taxpayers and some fugitive 
economists are supporting it. 

There is no question that approval and adoption of a national 
amendment to require the federal government to balance the 
budget would create considerable pain for almost everyone. But 
the question, in the long run, is not our threshold for pain but the 
very survival of our way of life. 

With inflation cited as the most serious problem facing us, and 
government’s spending directly responsible for that inflation, the 
only cure for the problem cannot be overlooked any longer. A cut 
in government spending that will match income with ex- 
penditures Any other course is unjustifiable in view of the 
ultimate consequences of lack of action. 

To some, the move to limit government spending is simply 
another special interest group’s efforts to improve their own 
situation. 

But in the larger view, the taxpayer’s revolt holds the promise 
of being the salvation for our system and way of life. 

Narrow minded and selfish individuals will never concede that 
government’s obligation is to serve everyone as equally as 
possible. Further, special interest will never willingly surrender 
its political advantage. 

Given this situation, the collective voice of the people is the only 
accurate barometer of the proper course of action. 

It is time for that advice to be taken and studied. 

We support the goals of NTU nationally, and are disappointed 
that Michigan has not as yet joined in the call for a constitutional 
convention to limit federal spending. 

We think that every Michigan resident should join in the 
struggle to see this convention called. 

Last November, three separate tax reform proposals were 
listed on the ballot. Several million Michigan residents over- 
whelmingly supported the successful tax limitation amendment 
to this state s constitution. 

Apparently, our elected representatives still have not gotten the 
message

I agree with you that a constitutional 
amendment requiring a balanced federal 
budget is un-American.

'Freedom fighters' win another round

Joshua N’Komo’s brave ‘“freedom fighters” 
have won another victory — over a group of 
civilians in an unarmed Rhodesian airliner, 
which they shot out of the sky 
All aboard died, including blacks as well as 
whites, from six nations. 

These “freedom fighters” —who are financed 
by the World Council of Churches and the United 
Methodist Church in the United States — have 
proven either inept or unwilling when it comes to 
doing battle against the racially integrated 
Rhodesian Army. But they are getting better at 
civilian-killing For all of their victims died* 
immediately, this time 
Last September, there were 18 people who 
managed to crawl out of the wreckage of an 
airliner where 36 died So the brave ““freedom 
fighters” were obliged to finish off these unar- 
med survivors in the manner of the SS at Babi 
Yar 

Ex'en here they were not altogether efficient. 
For one of the passengers was a Danish im- 
migrant to Rhodesia, Iver Hansen, a fisherman 

Hansen was able to survive because he lay 
motionless with the bufdiered bodies of his 
fellow passengers Here he heard a 70-year-old 
woman pleading: 

“Oh please don’t kill us!” 

This was just before she was killed — as was 
”a small Asian girl whom I saw, just a few 
meters away, as one of them drove a bayonet 
through her head ” 

Hansen was present at a Washington news 
conference called on February 16 by the 


American Security Council But if either of 
Washingtons daily newspapers even had a 
reporter present at this undeniably newsworthy 
news conference, there was no mention of it in 
either paper the following day. 1 

Last September 3rd, in the Cathedral Church 
of St. Mary and All Saints in Salisbury, Dean 
J.R da Costa preached a brief butspoignant 
sermon at the memorial service for those 
murdered in the first of Mr N’Komo’s anti- 
aircraft triumphs There has been little if any 
coverage in the United States media of this 
memorable and newsworthy sermon, which 
included the following: 

“The horror of the crash was bad enough But 
that this should have been compounded by 
murder of the most savage and treacherous sort, 
leaves us stunned with disbelief and brings 
revulsion in the minds of anyone deserving the 
name human This bestiality, worse than 
anything in recent history, stinks in the nostrils 
of heaven 

“But are we deafened with the voice of protest 
from nations which call themselves civilized? 
We are not ! 

“Like men in the story of the Good Samaritan, 
they pass by on the other side.’ 

“One listens for loud condemnation by Dr 
David Owen, himself a medical doctor, trained 
to extend mercy and help to all in need One 
listens and the silence is deafening 

“One listens for loud condemnation by the 
President of the United States, himself a man 
from the Bible-Baptist belt, andagam the silence 
is deafening 

“One listens for condemnation by the Pope, by 
the Chief Rabbi, by the Archbishop of Can- 


terbury, by all who love the name of God Again 
the silence is deafening 

“I do not believe in white supremacy. I do not 
believe in black supremacy either . One looks 
for real leadership: one finds little in the 
Western world; how much less in Africa.*”) 

“Who is to be blamed for this ghastly tragedy? 
Like Pontius Pilate the world may ask ‘What is 
truth?’ What is to be believed 9 That depends on 
what your predjudices will allow you to believe, 
for then no evidence will convince you otherwise 

“Who is to be blamed? First those who fired 
the guns lam sure that the United Nations 
and their equivalent the World Council of 
Churches both bear blame in this. 

Each parades a pseudo- morality which, like 
all half-truths is more dangerous than the lie 
direct From the safety and comfort of New York 
and Geneva, high moral attitudes can be safely 
struck For us in the sweat, the blood and the 
suffering, it is somewhat different 

“I have nothing but sadness that our churches 
have failed so badly to practice what we preach. 
May God forgive us all, and may He bring all 
those who died so suddenly and unprepared into 
the light of His glorious presence Amen.” 

At the U S Department of State’s daily news 
briefing on Feb 15th, Inside Religion asked: 

“In the State Department’s reported deploring 
of the shooting down of a second unarmed 
Rhodesian airliner, has there been any con- 
sideration of a possible change in the present 
Carter Administration policy of sanctions 
against those who are fighting these murderers 
— but no such sanctions against the mur- 
derers 9 ”

Budget faces a bumpy road

Most of us are aware of the old saying 
that when “the nation catches a cold, 
Michigan catches pneumonia.” The full 
impact of that hits home most 
dramatically on the state budget. 

While the economy still seems quite 
stable, there are a number of factors at 
work that indicate a fundamental in- 
stability. First, most economists believe 
that the economy will go into recession, 
beginning sometime in the next twelve 
months. While it would seem that 
postponing the recession would be helpful, 
these same economists indicate that the 
later the recession starts, the more severe 
it is likely to be. 

Second, the impact of continuing 
gasoline price increases, and any shor- 
tages of oil growing out of the current 
Iranian crisis will have a tremendous 
impact on two of Michigan’s major in- 
dustries: tourism, and automobile 

manufacturing. 

Third, we are already seeing significant 
increases in welfare caseloads, par- 
ticularly in the category for aid to 
dependent children of the unemployed 
(ADC-U). 

These factors already have combined to 
create problems for the state budget in the 
current fiscal year, fiscal 1978-79, which 
ends September 30. In addition, they will 
have severe impacts on the budget for the 
next fiscal year, fiscal 1979-80, which will 
begin on October 1. The legislature is now 
at work on reviewing the govenor’s budget 
recommendations for fiscal 1980 

Before work can proceed too far on the 
1980 budget, however, both the governor 
and the legislature have to address the 


difficulties posed for the current year, 
fiscal 1979. The major problem lies in the 
area of social services, and has two main 
causes. First, one result of governmental 
economy in Washington is that the federal 
government will not be providing us with 
$25 million we had budgeted last year. 
Second, the rapidly rising welfare 
caseloads will require additional funding 
over budgeted amounts. 

Combining these two items, with others, 
we face a need for an additonal $60 million 
in funding fa* the Department of Social 
Services. Other so-called supplemental 
appropriations suggested for this year 
bring the list of potential added spending 
up to $135 million. 

Available state revenues, however, will 
support only $60 million of added spending. 
The governor has indicated that he 
believes $99 million of the supplemental 
spending is necessary, and that he will 
recommend cutting $40 million of other 
existing programs, unless his budget 
experts and the legislature appropriating 
committees can hold the supplemental 
spending to $60 million or less. 

The work necessary to resolve this 
difficult situation is going to require a 
great deal of legislative attention in the 
coming weeks 

Appropriations members will have to 
weight the necessityof additional spending 
against the offset cuts that will have to be 
made. The governor’s Department of 
Management and Budget has suggested, 
for example, that a one percent reduction 
in total K-12 revenues might save $29 
million. One percent cut from higher 
education mightsave$8 million Reducing 


state revenue sharing payments by $8.8 
million is still another option 
Choosing from these options, and other 
smaller cuts, with all their own negative 
impacts, will be a difficult but necessary 
task. 

Some observers have suggested that we 
use the monies being held in the budget 
stabilization, or ‘ Tainy day" fund to cover 
these additional expenses. 

The stabilization fund currently holds 
over $230 million. It was created in 1977 to 
operate off a formula that allowed its use 
only in the most severe recession, in order 
to encourage the legislature to make 
minor spending adjustments when 
necessary 

Most legislative leaders appear to feel 
that the fund should not be used for this 
year because it might be needed much 
more in fiscal 1980 or 1981. 

The effects of this current year’s fiscal 
problems show up in the fiscal 1980 budget 
as well. 

The Hoise Fiscal Agency has estimated 
that maintaining existing required 
programs will require at least $118 million 
more than the governor recommended in 
mid-January In part, this is due to some 
questionable underfunding of programs 
and, in part, it is due to the changing 
economic situation. 

Slightly different economic projects, in 
fact, also result in the House Fiscal 
Agency forecasting about $30 million less 
in revenues than the governor, giving us a 
potential revenue-expenditure gap of $148 
million that will again have to be closed by 
hard work and tough decisions

Canton’s Craig Bell, a former 
assistant to Thomann, said he felt 
the turning point came in the fourth 
period. 

“Salem applied a lot of defensive 
pressure and scored off of some key 
turnovers,” said Bell, “and that hurt 
us. Also, losing Rusty Mandle and 
Butch King to fouls sort of took the 
sails out of us.” 

King is the Chiefs’ leading scorer, 
while Mandle leads in assists. 

But it was also Canton inability to 
silence all-stater Rich Hewlett 
which led to the Chiefs’ demise.

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Nibert named 
All-American

I remember John Nibert as a eager always going to the boards. 
And not only to shoot but for rebounds, and following up shots that 
his teammates took. 

Nibert wasn’t very big - about 6‘2” - or strong when you’d com- 
pare him to some of the prep players on the scene back in the 
middle 70s such as Ron Bostick or Johnny Long at Romulus or 
Kevin Kaseta at Livonia Franklin or Brian Kaluzny at Westland 

But the Wayne Memorial 
athlete-scholar showed enough 
on the hardwood that Albion 
College offered him a “full 
ride” scholarship so, upon 
graduation in 1975 from Wayne. 
John headed for Albion. 

Neither he or Albion cage 
coach Mike Turner has 
regretted that decision. 

If you pick up this week’s 
Basketball Weekly which is due 
on the stands on March 12, 
you’ll find that Nibert has been 
named to the first string, All- 
American. NCAA III Division 
Team. 

“After the way he’s played 
the last two years, there is no 
question in my mind that John’s 
one of the best Division III 
players in the country,” said 
Coach Turner. “I am very 
happy for him. He has a 
great career here at Albion and he’s certainly very deserving of 
first team All-American honors.” 

Nibert, who has matured into a solid 6-5, 208 pound athlete, was 
the catalyst for Albion’s 20-4 won-lost season and scored 558 points 
in 23 games to end his collegiate career with 1355, second highest on 
the all-time Albion scoring list.

Simmons' 26 points lifts Spartans to District title 


The college scouts who showed up 
Saturday afternoon to get a good 
look at Cherry Hill’s Floyd Simmons 
didn’t go away disappointed 

Simmons sank 26 points to lead the 
Spartans past Dearborn Divine 
Child 55-51 and to their second 
straight Class B District Basketball 
Championship at Dearborn Heights 
Robichaud 

Leading by as much as 16 points in 
the second half, Cherry' Hill found 
itself struggling in the closing 
minutes as a stubborn D.C. refused 
to quit. The Falcons’ 6-3 forward 
Tim Callahan, getting wide open 
shots from the corner, capitalized on 
the situation and before the af- 
ternoon w r as over had a team high 22 
points. 


The title-winning game was 
Cherry Hill’s ticket to Oakland 
University where they met Algonac 
Tuesday night in the first round of 
the Regional Playoffs. A Spartan 
victory would give them a shot at the 
championship. They’d play the 
winner of the Clawson and De 
LaSalle game on Friday at 7:30 p.m. 

The victory over Divine Child 
pleased Cherry Hill Coach Dick 
McNally for a couple of reasons: 
“First, the obvious, that we won a 
district title and, secondly, it showed 
that we can be flexible and play 
against a run-and-gun team as well 
as one with a deliberate and con- 
trolled style 

“I have confidence that these kids 


can play against anv team,” added 
McNally. 

Cherry Hill never trailed against 
the Dearbornites After George 
Johnson scored the first basket, 
Simmons and Pierre Hudson took 
over and paced their team to a 15-7 
first period lead. 

Simmons hit on three consecutive 
shots early in the second period to 
stake the Spartans to a 19-8 edge and 
Aaron Gregory contributed five 
points in the waning minutes to lift 
the champs to a 30-17 half. 

But Callahan brought the Falcons 
back Unchallenged in the comer, 
the sharpshooting forward began to 
hit jumpers that cut deeply into the 
Spartan lead. 


Though they trailed 41-29 after 
three periods, Callahan’s con- 
tributions forced Cherry Hill to 
revamp their defenses It still didn’t 
stop the D C. eager who lifted the 
Falcons within four points, 51-47. of 
catching their rivals with 1:32 left 

Hudson’s layup and Johnsons two

Pie for St. Patrick's Day 


St. Patrick’s Day is coming up (it’s Saturday! ), so get out your best Belleek 
china and prepare for a party — in greens! For dessert, you won’t be able to 
find anything more delicious than this Chocolate Pistaschio Pie, served with a 
wonderful semi-sweet chocolate sauce — a kind of dessert to remember with 
pleasure and one you’ll make often. Use other kinds and colors of ice cream 
for different occasions. 

With your precious Belleek china a green tablecloth would be lovely, and 
there must be green carnations for the centerpiece. Make most of the meal “in 
the greens’’ if you like, choosing pea soup for a starter. Serve this in small 
cups with toasted croutons. To accompany the meat course (corned beef and 
cabbage, of course), there are any number of green vegetables from which to 
choose — perhaps fresh asparagus with a cheese sauce. Toss diced avocado 
and bits of pimiento for color contrast with your green salad and serve parsley 
buttered Irish potatoes, too. For the perfect finish, this Chocolate Pistachio 
Pie. 

If you haven’t time to make a pie, then make simpler dessert like 
Leprechaun Mint Freeze. It’s similar to a rich tortoni but has been given a 
touch of green from the Emerald Isles. 

Chocolate Pistachio Pie 

1*4 cups graham cracker crumbs 

One-third cup finely chopped unblanched almonds 

t/j cup sugar 

One-third cup butter, melted 

1 quart pistachio ice cream 
Chocolate sundae sauce 

2 egg whiles 
*4 cup sugar 

Combine graham cracker crumbs, almonds and V 4 cup sugar. Stir in butter; 
mix thoroughly. Firmly press over bottom and sides of a 9-inch pie pan Bake 
at 350 degrees for 8 minutes. Cool. 


Fill crumb crust with ice cream. Freeze until ice cream is firm. Prepare 
Chocolate Sundae Sauce. 

Beat egg whites until foamy throughout. Add V 4 cup sugar, 2 tablespoons at 
a time, beating thoroughly after each addition. Continue beating until 
meringue will form stiff shiny peaks. Then beat 5 minutes longer. Spread over 
pie Bake at 400 degrees for 3 to 5 minutes or until meringue is lightly browned. 
( Meringue will be soft. ) Serve at once with chocolate sauce. 

NOTE: For deeper meringue, use 4 egg whites and Vfe cup sugar. 

Chocolate Sundae Sauce 

4 squares semi-sweet chocolate 
6 tablespoons water 

\ A cup sugar 
2 tablespoons butter 

Place chocolate and water over low r heat. Stir until chocolate is melted and 
sauce is smooth. Add sugar and stir until dissolved. Boil gently 4 minutes, 
stirring constantly. Remove from heat. Add butter and stir until blended. 
Serve hot. Makes 3-4 cup sauce.

The Individual Development 


What is it about us human beings that makes us so 
curious and eager to see “other lands, other states, 
other tourist attractions” but so apathetic to the many 
points of interest right in our own backyard? 

So many people after a move to Florida, Arizona or 
wherever return to Michigan and THEN take in such 
sites as Greenfield Village, the Detroit Institute of 
Arts, the Detroit Zoo, Cranbrook, etc., etc. It seems 
that distance (the farther, the more intriguing) is the 
main criteria for sightseeing. 

What we need to do is convince ourselves to take 
minute vacations and mini-trips to surrounding areas 
and gear some of our spare hours for “doing the tourist 
bit” within a range of, say 50 miles. 

What brought this subject to mind was a visit to 
Detroit last week. My two co-eds, home on spring 
break, were delighted when I suggested a mid-day 
repast at “Aliette’s Bakery” in the Big City. In my 
letters to Kalamazoo they’d learned of my affinity for 
the tiny, off-beat spot in the shadow of the Ambassador 
Bridge and w'ere eager to check it out . 

And (despite P.W.’s recent panning in the city daily) 
we agreed that its charm lies in its low-keyed style and 
that the cuisine is well worth waiting for. 

But this was not meant to be a restaurant review, so 
on with it, Smith, ( as Bob Ameen w'ould say. ) 

As we lunched, I kept admiring the beautiful plump 
pussywillows atop the bakery showcase and said, “I 
bet she got those at Eastern Market.” When the girls 
asked where that was I realized they’d probably never 
even seen the place. ( As a youngster I was fortunate to 
first see it “front and center” — at 5 a m. — with my 
gardener uncle ) 

So — decided we'd take a little drive out Gratiot and 
look the place over. The market itself was not in 
operation but still there were all those colorfully 
muraled wholesale houses (meats, vegetables, fruits, 
oils, nuts, cheeses, etc.) to take in. I even managed to 
find several other eateries (tucked away here and 
there) where we’d dined over the years; places the 
girls had heard of but never seen. 

Greektown — have you tw r o ever seen Greektown? In 
Tarpon Springs, Fla., yes, but not here, they said. 
Unfortunately we weren’t able to see the area on foot 
but after a couple swings down Monroe and its coun- 
terparts you could almost feel the tempo of another 
culture.

Up to Feb. 26, I’d not been to the Ren Cen 
ONCE but, suddenly, I was finding myself there for the 
third time in 10 days! 

Zipping up the outside of a hotel building for 71 
stories, let me tell you, is quite a “thrill” and 
especially when Number Two daughter says, 
“Remember the elevator in the “Towering Inferno”?” 

( And that was one movie we HAD seen . . . gulp. ) 

Minutes later — seated in an elegant, slowly 
revolving lounge — we found ourselves with a 
magnificent panoramic view of the Detroit River with 
its ice floes taking on a slimmer look — Windsor in 
miniature — Belle Isle sandwiched in between two 
countries — the shrimp proportions of the Ponch and 
other buildings in comparison to the gigantic Plaza .

Art Institute shows 
J wearing blanket' 


The ultimate “Wearing blanket” 
of colonial Mexico will be featured in 
“The SaltHIo Sarape” at the Detroit 
Institute of Arts Siaiday through 
July 1. 

The display in the museum’s new- 
Textile Galleries will show 30 
examples of the intense visual 
impact achieved in this native 
American spinning, dyeing and 
weaving of the 17th thro ugh mid-19th 
centuries. 

In finished sizes from 74 to 101 
inches long and 42 to 62 inches wide, 
the Saltillo sarape was a costly item 
and famous in its own time for 
beauty of design, color and utility. It 
was perfectly suited to life on hor- 
seback as all-weather cloak, bedroll 
and saddle trapping. 

Sarapes were produced by in- 
dividuals in weaving centers 
scattered throughout northern 
Mexico. Because Saltillo was the 
most famous of these towns, its 
name was applied to any finely- 
woven sarape of that time and 
region. 

With cotton or linen warp and 
woolen weft, Saltillo sarapes were 
vibrant with rich color f rom natural 
dyes like cochineal, yielding reds 
from purple to orange tones, a clear 
blue violet from indigo, and various 
yellow’, green and purple hues. 

Subtle color changes in border 
design suggest a twisting, spiraling 
“frame” which encloses the field, 
woven i n a nother pa ttern to give the 
illusion of depth above which the 
order and large central design seem 


to float. Occasionally the sarape had 
a neck slit, permitting it to be worn 
as a poncho. 

The majority of sarapes were 
woven on small frame looms in two 
separate strips and seamed 
together. Weavers required ex- 
traordinary skill to duplicate the 
intricate pattern so two panels 
appeared a unified whole when 
matched and joined. 

In order to duplicate a Saltillo 
sarape today, it is estimated a 
master weaver would labor 10 hours 
a day for ei^it consecutive months. 

Thesarapes had a lively history of 
being sold or traded at regional 
fairs ; were used as gambling stakes 
and descended from generation to 
generation as inherited property. 
Their fame spread widely during the 
Mexican War (1846-1848) as 
American soldiers passing through 
Saltillo and other northern Mexico 
towns purchased sarapes and took 
them home as souvenirs of their 
tours of duty. 

After about 1860 weaving done by 
Pueblo and Navajo Indians of the 
American Southwest began to 
supplant Mexican textiles. Many of 
the woven Indian garments, 
blankets and rugs were influenced 
by Saltillo prototypes. 

The exhibition, which was 
organized by the Santa Barbara 
Museum of Art (Calif.), is open to 
the public without charge during 
regular museum hours — 9:30 a m. 
to 5:30 p.m. Tuesday through 
Sunday.
